Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  2 9th  November,  1945. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  1944,  which  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  again  curtailed. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  following  items  of  interest  in  the  stitis- 
tical  records  for  the  year:  - 

1.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year — 20.3. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  1,774,  which  is  the  highest 
recorded  since  1920,  and  the  previous  comparable  figure  was  in  1911, 
when  the  total  number  of  births  was  1,772. 

Compared  with  1943  the  Stillbirth  rate  has  shown  a  fall  and  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  remains  approximately  the  same. 

2.  A  slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  -  12.2,  compared  with  11.9 
in  1943.  The  age  group  sixty-five  and  upwards  accounts  foi  approx¬ 
imately  60%  of  the  total  deaths. 

3.  There  is  a  definite  rise  in  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  both 
respiratory  and  other  forms,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
noted  from  Cancer.  There  is  a  slight  fall  in  the  deaths  from  respiratory 
diseases. 

4.  Only  two  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  year,  giving  a 
rate  per  thousand  total  births  of  one.  This  shows  a  fall  from  the 
previous  year. 

5.  A  fall  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  noted, 
and  Measles  for  that  year  showed  a  marked  fall,  but  unfortunately 
there  were  a  large  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  but  only 
one  death  was  recorded  from  Whooping  Cough.  The  rise  in  con¬ 
nection  with  cases  of  Dysentery  would  appear  to  be  more  apparent 
than  real,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  much  better  facilities  have  been  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  doctors  and  the  Health  Services  in  order  that  the  nature 
of  the  diarrhoea  occurring  in  children  was  able  to  be  investigated. 

6.  The  Venereal  Diseases  rate  is  unfortunately  still  high,  and  the 
services  in  connection  with  the  control  and  prevention  of  these  diseases 
are  being  maintained. 

In  general,  in  spite  of  the  impracticability  of  maintaining  the 
environmental  and  personal  hygienic  factors  at  a  satisfactory  level, 
the  health  of  the  community  is  maintaining  a  very  reasonable  standard. 

I  desire  t  >  thank  the  Health  and  Education  Committees  for  then- 
coil  iboration,  assistance,  and  real  consideration  ot  all  the  staffing 
difficulties,  and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  in  dealing  with  the  many 
problems  which  Ijave  arisen  throughout  the  year.

No  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year  in  the  Town’s  water 
supplies. 

89  samples  of  water  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst,  86 
being  from  the  Town’s  supplies  and  3  from  private  wells. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer  for  the 
following  remarks  with  regard  to  the  water  supply  : 

(a)  The  water  supply  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  throughout  the  year, 

both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  Regular  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  obtained  from  the 

three  pumping  stations  and  also  from  the  reservoirs  have  been  made 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  results  have  always  been  satisfactory. 

(c)  Ipswich  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  The  water  supply  has  not  been  subject  to  contamination  throughout' 

the  year. 

(e)  The  Water  Engineer  states  that  public  water  supplies  within  the 

County  Borough  are  all  direct  to  houses,  and  so  far  as  is  known,  no 
houses  obtain  water  by  means  of  standpipes.

Under  this  Regulation  69  Forms  1.  (including  one  inward  transfer) 
were  received  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  33  in  1943,  but  the 
period  covered  in  that  year  was  nine  months  only.

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MAINTENANCE  ALLOWANCES  FOR  PULMONARY 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  Scheme  for  providing  allowances  to  certain  patients  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  undergoing  either  institutional  or 
domiciliary  treatment,  which  was  commenced  on  October  1st,  1943,  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  1944. 

40  new  applications  were  received  during  the  year,  in  34  of  which

359  cases  have  been  noted  during  the  year  as  abnormal  and  of  that 
number,  162  children  were  referred  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  'Throat 
Specialist  as  to  the  necessity  for  surgical  intervention.  'This  is 
compared  with  176  in  1943  and  354  in  1942. 

Under  the  Scheme  arranged  by  the  Education  Authority,  86 
children  received  surgical  intervention,  compared  with  83  in  1943 
and  255  in  1942.  In  addition,  546  children  were  marked  for  observation 
under  this  heading. 

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

90  (47  new  and  43  old)  cases  were  under  treatment  during  the 
war.

I  here  would  appear  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
administering  functional  disease  of  the  heart,  but  it  was  noted  that 
most  of  these  occurred  when  the  examination  was  held  on  any  particular 
morning  following  bombing  incidents  in  the  town. 

On  re-examination,  about  20%  were  found  to  have  no  defect,  but 
the  remainder  will  be  kept  under  observation  as  “following  up’’  at 
school. 


Tuberculosis.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
DEPARTMENT  FOR  1944. 


In  spite  of  adverse  conditions  still  prevailing,  1  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Dental  Department  has  continued  to  carry  on  its  work 
satisfactorily. 

The  following  statistics  will  confirm  this  remark,  if  the  figures 
shown  are  compared  with  those  of  previous  years. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  the  interest  taken  by  Parents  in  the 
Orthodontic  section  of  our  activities.  This  year  60  Regulation  appli¬ 
ances  were  fitted  as  compared  with  19  last  year.  Altogether  1,070 
visits  were  made  by  children  receiving  Regulation  treatment  and  66 
teeth  were  extracted  for  relieving  overcrowded  conditions. 

Care  of  the  Temporary  Dentition,  a  matter  your  Dental  Surgeons 
have  always  strongly  advocated,  is  at  last  showing  signs  of  being  appreci¬ 
ated  by  Parents.  This  year  876  Temporary  teeth  have  been  filled,  also 
1,134  Dressings  were  done  for  Temporary  teeth.  I  am  convinced 
if  we  can  maintain  this  work,  much  irregularity  of  the  Permanent 
Dentition  will  be  avoided.

ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1944.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  organising  staff  during  1944  and 
in  consequence  there  has  been  more  continuity  and  purposeful  work 
achieved. 

The  effects  of  the  war  on  Physical  Education  in  the  schools  has 
been  felt  more  acutely  in  1944  than  in  the  previous  years.  The  short¬ 
age  of  apparatus  and  equipment  of  all  kinds,  difficulties  of  staffing,  the 
absence  of  young  men  teachers  and  the  limited  number  of  fully  qualified 
women  teachers  has  made  it  almost  impossible  to  carry  out  a  completely 
satisfactory  form  of  training  in  the  schools. 

The  organising  staff  have  continued  to  offer  their  help  and  guidance 
to  teachers  and  it  is  felt  that  all  that  could  be  done  was  done  to  maintain 
a  reasonable  standard  of  work  throughout.  In  most  cases  the  teachers 
have  co-operated  well  and  are  doing  their  best  under  difficult  circum¬ 
stances  with  fairly  good  results  generally.  The  senior  schools,  particu¬ 
larly  the  boys’,  have  undoubtedly  been  the  most  seriously  handicapped 
and  credit  is  due  to  the  responsible  teachers  for  the  residts  achieved. 

There  are  many  teachers  tackling  the  work  who  have  been  recalled 
to  teaching  after  a  long  absence.  They  have,  in  the  most  part,  adapted 
themselves  well  to  the  changes  in  physical  education  and  done  creditable 
service  in  the  schools.
